LONDON, (CP)—A privy council judgment handed down 
Monday opened the way for the supreme court of Canada to be- 
Pome the final court of appeal for the dominion 

The judgment meant, in effect, that the privy council 
would cease to be the final resort for Canadian court cases 
as soon as the Canadian parliament adopts legislation im- 
plementing the decision. 

The judicial committee of the privy council ruled that Bull 
Nine, introduced in the Canadian parliament in 1939 but never 
adopted, was intra vires 

The judgment, handed down by Lord Wright the 
supreme court of Canada, if the bill becomes law have 
“exelusive ultimate appellate, civil and criminal jurisdiction 
within and for Canada, and the judgment of the court shall in 
all cases be final and conclusive.” 

The attorneys-general of Ontario, British Columbia, New 
Brunswick and Nova Scotia, with Quebec joining in, appealed 
to the privy councfl to determine the validity of the bill.

PARIS, (AP)—The French gov- 
ernment Monday announced the 
liner Tle de France sailed Sunday 
from Toulon carrying 8,000 troops to 
reinforce French 
ling Viet Nam nationalists in Indo- 
China. 

Some disagreement over French 
policy in Indo-China was in 
evidence meanwhiie among Socialist 
leaders back from the scene of 
fighting 

Colonial Minister Marius Moutet 
sent to Indo-China to investigate, 
reported to the Socialist president- 
premier, Leon Blun. soon after his 
return. He has accused the Viet 
Namese of respunsibility for start- 
ing hostilities Dec. 19 and he told 
reporters that France's first aim 
should be “defence of our fellow 
citizens and our triends” 

However, Leon Boutbeain of the 
Socialist party executive committee, 
who went to Indo-China with 
Moutet, said the French must share 
the blame for ‘he outbreak and 
probably still could find common 
ground with trviy representative 
Viet Nam elements. He reported he 
had talked unofficially with Viet 
Nam leaders in Hanoi

1919 Peace Talks 


WASHINGTON, (AP) Secret 
records disclose that the “Big Four” 
who wrote the peace after the First 
World War were more fearful that 
Germany would refuse to sign than 
they were that she might rearm. 

The United States state depart- 
ment publisired Saturday the secret 
documents of the 1919 Paris confer- 
ence two months before the open- 
ing of a new Big Four conference on 
the making of peace with Germany. 

Prime Minister Lloyd George of 
Britain told President Woodrow 
Wilson of the United States and 
Premier Clemenceau of France 
June 2, 1919, that ranking British 
officials had decided that “Germany 
would not constitute a danger to 
France for 30 years or even 50 years; 
certainly not in 15 years 

The other member of the Big Four 
was Premier Orlando of Italy, the 
only member now alive 

Lloyd George and Wilson waged 
a constant campaign to get the 
German peace terms eased, either 
at the expense of Poland's territorial 
desires or by limiting reparations 

On the other hand, Clemenceau 
was so opposed to softening the 
penalties that during most of the 
talks there was a virtua] split be- 
tween him and Lloyd George 

More than any of the others 
Clemenceau hammered at the dang- 
ers to peace from a Germany nisul- 


ficiently controlled 
Many of the problems then were 
comparable to those which have 


bothered the four major Allied vic- 
tors after the Second World War. 
Particularly were they distressed 
in trying to work out some settle- 
ment for Italian claims over Dal- 
matia and Fiume which once caused 
Orlando to walk out of the meeting. 
The trouble actually lasted years 
after the conference in the form of 
disputes between Italy and Yugo- 
slavia.

German Population Higher; 


Census Finds

BERLIN, (CDN) — The first 
German census since 1939, now in 
progress, already is showing living 
conditions which would make most 
house-hungry Canadians or Ameri- 
cans believe themselves well off. 

For the first time, too, it ts 
providing occupying authorities with 
information about how meny per- 
sons there are in each of their 
zones and now and where they 
live. Until now it has been largely 
a matter of guesswork. 

Despite the huge war losses, e€x- | 
perts believe Germany's population 
as a result of natural increases and 
various resettlement programs, may 
be 13 percent larger than before 
the war. The nation’s territory, on | 
the other hand, is about one-quarter 
less 


Desperate Crowding 

In an effort to see how this is 
being determined, I went with an 
enumerator from house-to-house in | 
the working-class section of Neu- | 
Koelin, in southeast Berlin. Com- 
pared with some other districts, it 
is relatively untouched. Only about 
15 percent of its dwellings were de- 
stroyed. 

We found appalling overcrowding 
however, A man, his wife and four 
small children, for example, are 
living in two rooms whose damaged 
ceilings shave peen patched up with 
paper. A fifth child is in a hos- 
pital. 

Ony the very elderly had not been 
connected with the war in some 
way. Almost all had lost close 
relatives. Two neighbors in one 
building had been prisoners in 
Russian Poland and had been re- 
leased as hopeless invalids, althougin 
both are now a* work again. 

Mest Have Work 

Most of the people seem to have 
found some type of work. Many, 
however, are connected directly with 
the activities of the occupying forces. 
Neu-Koelln’s once bustling industry 
is still barely limping along. 

Experts expect the census will 
show Berlin's population to be 
about 650,000 fewer than in prewar 
days.

Urges Big Boost

CHICAGO, (AP) — The United 
States should export 2,000,000 tons 
of grain a month “to get itself in the 
best position to absorb crops now

Professor Schultz, an authority on 
agricultural economics, is adviser on

for the current crop year,” he said

Other alleged plans include aban- 
doning the purchase of the second 
aircraft carrier for the navy, “clip- 
ping the army’s wings” in its plans 
for airborne troop equipment, re- 
moving the Alaska highway and the 
Northwest Staging Route from the 
army and air force, taking away 
most of the motor transport used 
by the services, and a score of other 
things. 

All this is painfully reminiscent of 
the gleeful hatchet work that hit 
the services after the last war. 

To Be Economies 

The best information as to 
true picture seems to be this: 

There are going to be economies, 
big ones; high officers living cheaply 
in huge government-owned homes 
will be turned out wherever they 
are, and nobody even in the services

Bands of Germans 
Rob Food Trains 


BERLIN, (AP) — Germans in 
bands numbering hundreds attacked 
coal and food trains in the British 
occupation zone as the cold wave 
which nas held much of Europe in 
its grip for several days continued 
Sunday. 

British military government head- 
quarters reported that crowds num- 
bering as many as 400 persons were 
attacking coal trains from the Ruhr 
to loot fuel for their homes. At the 
Bonn freight yards a German was 
shot dead ‘by a Belgian military 
policeman who was assisting Ger- 
man civil police in dispersing 200 
looters. 

Hundreds have been arrested. In 
Hamburg, where the town council 
announced Thursday more than 20 


Germans had died of cold, 230 
lodters were arrested in one day. 


Food trains as well as those carry- 
ing fuel have been attacked. 

During the last week. a military 
government report said, approxi- 
mately 600 tons of coal were looted 
from loaded trains bound from the 
Ruhr to the American occupation 
zone, 

The usual practice is for looters 
to walt until trains are standing

A Stalemate 


The United States and Russia are deadlocked 
on the question of whether general disarmament 
or atomic control should be instituted first. 

Wherefore both propositions are stalled in 
the counsels of the United Nations. With no 
present assurance that progress will be made 
this year in either direction, And meanwhile 
national budgets are being Made up on the 
“safety first’ assumption that armaments must 
be maintained at the present level. 


The United States will not agree to have 


the atom bomb barred until a general disarm- 
ament scheme has been definitely adopted, Rus- 
Sia wants the atomic control question settled 
first and disarmament considered later 

Both countries, it has to be assumed, want 
both safeguards against another war brought in- 
to existence. But the United States has the 
bomb while Russia has the army, Neither 
willing to put up its stakes first. If this is a 
way of saying that neither altogether trusts the 
other—facts are facts. 

What the layman on the side-lines cannot 
see is why both safeguards should not come into 
existence at the same time.

So much publicity has been 
given to what the government is 
doing for our veterans that we 
are inclined to lose sight of what 
veterans are doing for them- 
selves, Many will be surprised 
to hear that by far the majority 
of veterans have found their 
way successfully back into civil- 
ian life without calling for as- 
sistance from anybody, 

All in all 980,000 men and 
women have been discharged 
from our armed forces, It is very 
satisfying to note that more 
than 600,000 of these veterans 
possessed sufficient initiative and 
independence that they have nev- 
er gone near the department of 
veterans affairs for any reason 
whatever, They have, of course, 
automatically received their 
gratuities—which can only be 
considered as deferred pay for 
their services—direct from the 
Treasury, With this to help as 
a “nest egg” they have found 
their own jobs, made their own 
plans for the future, and today 
are self-supporting citizens who 
are carrying their full share of 
our tax load according to their 
incomes, 


ANOTHER 250,000 veterans 
are known to be back jin their 
old pre-war jobs, or with their 
pre-war employers in better 
jobs. This group too have solved 
their own problems, While it is 
true that there was an act of 
parliament passed which requir- 
ed employers to re-instate vet- 
terans when they applied for 
their old jobs, most employers 
planned to do this anyway, In 
|} only a handful of cases has ‘it 
| been necessary for the veteran

to +invoke the law in order to 
get his job back, 

Up to the present 24,000 vet~ 
erans have gone into business 
on their own, To do this they 
have used their savings, their 
gratuities and have drawn their 
re-establishment credits.

The foregoing are a few of 
the achievements of the Div- 
isions of Applied Biology, 
ganic and Appled Chemistry 
divisons of the National Re- 
search council which should be 
of great future importance to 
Western Canada, 

This peacetime production 
growing out of wartime research 
has been overshadowed by the 
sensational talk of atomic en- 
ergy, still a long way in the fut- 
ure—except, perhaps, for blow- 
ing up and burning people to 
death, But for immediate peace- 
time uses, the work of the Na- 
| tional Research Council's div- 
isions is of far More immediate 
interest to the west. The 19th 
annual report of the Council 
points out that completion of 
the council’s Prairie Regional 
Laboratory at Saskatoon, will 
rapidly advance further research 
in lines of commercial value to 
the west, 

Giving more details of the 
production of starch from wheat, 
the report says the demand dur- 
ing the war for starch led to 
the development of a workable 
method of separating starch from 
wheat gluten. A British Colum- 
bia plant is now making several 
hundred tons a month of glu- 
cose, The wheat starch is also 
used for the manufacture of 
first class syrup on a commercial 
scale, 

From the agricultural residues 
of straw, bran and hulls, a pro- 
duct known as tetrahydrofurfur-

; and found to be a promising

These helpers did a splendid 
| job and they are entitled to 
| the highest commendation for 
the spirit and energy which they 
| injected into discharge of their 
| duties, 

Before they could handle the 
mail however, it had to be in 
| their hands, and it is in this

| department's “Mail Early” cam- 
| paign, in which the newspapers 
of Canada played such an im- 
| portant and generous part, 
| Heavy mailings started as early
